Hitler set down his intentions in "Mein Kampf". People laughed at them and ignored 
them as impossible, but Hitler sundered the world in an attempt at realization of his expressed 
ambitions . 











Marx, Engels, Lenin, and Stalin have now for more than a half century proceeded to 
carry out their announced intentions of world subjugation while people scoffed, but their disciples 
worked toward realization. 







The Communist Party, U.S.A., has just launched a brand new strategy to confuse, mis- 
lead and, ultimately, to conquer the American people. Unlike their earlier attempts, the new 
plan does not depend upon seizing the Government by violent revolution. 






The new strategy, according to articles published by the communists in "Political Affairs" 
of April 1954, is mainly political. It consists of a long-range series of step-by-step political 
maneuvers to defeat the major U. S. political parties one after the other, then gain control of 
the Government by means of a communist-dominated Third Party. This is virtually the same 
strategy by which communists gained power in Guatemala. 
















Thus, this new strategy is more than a mere theory. In fact, communists already have 
developed a political platform, called a Draft Program, which they hope will have a decisive 
effect in the coming Congressional elections. William Z. Foster, U. S. Communist Party 
leader, has urged every "Party Club" to carry this program “to every peoples organization we can 
reach — trade unions, Negro groups, peace organizations, youth clubs, women's organizations, 
farmers' movements — in the sense of stimulating them to fight for its specific demands." Foster 
also said that in this new strategy "the coming November elections will be of the most crucial 
importance. 


PROGRAM AIMED FOR MASS APPEAL 


The new political platform, or Draft Program, is different from earlier demands of the 
communists. The five main points (raise the purchasing power of the people, spend for human 
welfare, end the cold war, defend and strengthen democracy, and win equal rights for Negro 
people) obviously have been toned down in order to win mass acceptance. 











In their bid for political leadership, the communists are openly endorsing many thoroughly 
non-communist programs. Asa unrevealing and seductive first step, they throw out this 
further line: "We urge support for the anti-depression demands of the AFL and CIO, for the farm 
demands of the National-Farmers Union, for the democratic demands of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People, for every proposal, every action which can help save our 
people from threatening economic ruin, fascism and war." 








What the communists admittedly are working toward is to gain political leadership and 
then to form a “popular coalition movement which unites labor, the working farmers, the Negro 
people, small and middle-sized businessmen and those groups of capital opposed to the McCarthy 
program of fascism and war. Such an alliance must also include the nation's professionals and 
intellectuals, its women, youth, and nationality groups. If it is to be fully effective, it must 
include the Left and the Communists who have a real and indispensable contribution to make." 





BEHIND THE DRAFT PROGRAM IS A LONG-RANGE STRATEGY 


Although the “indispensable contribution" is not spelled out, the article infers that it is 
political leadership and a political strategy. The strategy is explained by the subcommittee of 
the National Committee, CPUSA, which conceived the Draft Program, as consisting of three 
stages. 


The first stage consists of defeating McCarthyism. (While the term "McCarthyism" uses 
the name of Sen. Joseph McCarthy, it has become a communist term meaning anyone who ac- 
tively opposes communist programs.) The communist aim, therefore, is to elect "an anti- 
McCarthy Congress by defeating every McCarthy-McCarran-Dixiecrat type of candidate" and by 
bringing in those "favoring the easing of world tensions." The communists explain further that 
"as the American people succeed in electing a new Administration . . . that accepts the reality 
of living with the Soviet Union . . . and blocking the immediate menace of fascism and war, a 
new stage of the struggle will begin to unfold." 


The second stage consists of breaking "labor away from the Democratic Party, to launch a 
great Third Party." After the new Party is formed on the basis of a farmer-labor alliance "the 
perspective of subsequently electing a new type of government, a farmer-labor government, will 
begin to arise. Such a peoples' government, based on a farmer-labor party, will represent the 
militant advance of the great majority." 


Propaganda To Aid Strategy 


The communists point out that "the term farmer-labor has American roots. All mass Third 
Party movements have tended to represent this combination. We consider it exceedingly impor- 
tant that our propaganda for a new party make clear in its terminology the basic class alliance 
that is being sought and put proper emphasis on the nation's producers — the workers and farmers — 
this together with the fact that we refer to this as an anti-trust and anti-monopoly party or govern- 
ment helps clarify its basic class content." 


The third stage arrives when the peoples' government gains control of the Government and 
plays the "role of a transition government and encompasses the movement from a peoples’ anti- 
trust government to socialism." In all probability the blueprint for this stage already has been 
laid out in Moscow along lines used in similar transition periods in countries such as Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Rumania. 


The communists conclude: "Once all three stages are seen and understood in their inter- 
connections, we have laid the foundation for a development of Party policy for a whole number 
of years. Toctical shifts and changes can then be understood on the background of broader per- 
spectives and not as just whims of the movement." Thus, we have a new strategy which will 
govern actions of communists in America for many years to come.

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This political strategy represents a new and dangerous turn of events in American politics. 
In every political gathering one can now expect to find communists advocating reasonable meas- 
ures in an effort to gain political leadership. Not only will they use political groups, such as the 
American Labor Party, which already is communist-infiltrated, but they will try to influence 
non-communist and even anti-communist groups into furthering the communists’ three-stage 
program to socialize America. ' 


Such a situation will demand extra vigilance on the part of leaders and rank-and-file 
members of farmer, labor, youth, Negro, women's, nationality and even business groups in order 
to spot the communists and to defeat their attempts to gain political leadership. 


GUATEMALA IN THE NEWS 


The recent shipment of arms from Poland to Guatemala has strengthened the belief of 
most Americans that Guatemala has become a communist outpost in Latin America and is a 
threat to the security of the entire Western Hemisphere. 


What tends to go unnoticed, however, is that the communists are still a minority in 
Guatemala and that they gained their present great influence there solely through political means. 
This lesson has not been lost on communists who now are making Guatemala a symbol of Latin 
American opposition to the United States. 


Radio Moscow, of May 22, 1954, reported that as the result of "U.S. interventionist 
plans" meetings and demonstrations in support of the Guatemalan people were being held in 
many cities of Latin America. Radio Moscow continued: "The leader of the Socialist People's 
Party of Chile, Fernando Pizarro, proposed creation of a movement to ‘fight against the aims of 
the U.S. imperialists in Guatemala and Latin America. '" 


Friends of Guatemala Committees 


Radio Moscow went on: "In Uruguay, Colombia, Ecuador, Costa Rica, Mexico and 
Bolivia Friends of Guatemala committees have been created" and are asking their peoples 
"to join with other peoples of Latin America" to condemn the "U.S. interventionist policy toward 
Guatemala." 


"The vast movement of progressive public opinion in the Latin American countries which 
sympathizes with the Guatemalan people in defense of their sovereignty shows that the struggle 


of the Guatemalan people has the support of all the peoples of Latin America", Moscow Radio 
concludes . 


Two days earlier, the “Daily Worker" of May 20, 1954, reported that the Society of 
Friends of Guatemala meeting in Mexico had an audience of 3,000 and that "Former President 
Cardenes sent a message to the meeting sympathizing with Guatemala." 


The newspaper pointed out that "one powerful argument against action against Guatemala 
— and one which would have force with many Latin American states — is the position which the 
Mexican representative (to the Conference of American States) is reported ready to take publicly 
if the circumstances require it. His position is said to be vigorous opposition to a U.S. inspired 
sanction against Guatemala." 


While it is highly unlikely that an important part of Latin American public opinion supports 
Guatemala at the present time, despite Radio Moscow claims to the contrary, the communists are 
busily stirring up that public opinion through the "Friends of Guatemala" committees. The issue 
they are presenting is not whether or not communism should be permitted in Latin America. The 
issue skillfully being presented by the communists is whether a big power should be allowed to 
violate the sovereignty of a little country. It is on this issue that the communists hope to make 
Guatemala a rallying point for all shades of Latin American opposition to the U.S. 
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POLITICS — COMMUNISTS' NEW SCHEME 
FOR WORLD DOMINATION 


Although it has not been generally reported yet, the communists of the Soviet Union have 
launched a new international policy calling for increased political activity by Communist Parties 
in virtually every country of the world. 


The thinking behind the new policy, which already is underway in the United States, 
Great Britain, Indonesia, and elsewhere, is explained by an article in the January 1954 issue of 
the Party's official magazine, "Communist." 


The article is written in the usually involved language of communist theory, but three 
general statements pointing up the part Communist Parties are to play in free world politics from 
now on are worth some study. 


First: The article defines politics in terms most Americans would apply only to a descrip- 
tion of battlefield. It states that, in the communist view, politics is "the field of the fight of 
classes for dominance" in which the aim is the "conquest, maintenance and exploitation of gov- 
ernmental power by a given class." Under this definition, the victor in the political battle uses 
government as the “instrument for suppressing its enemies." 


The Enemy Is Capitalism 


Second: The article continues that the obstacle to the progress of society toward socialism 
and communism is the "capitalistic structure, based on private property and means of production, 
and exploitation of man by man, protected by a bourgeois government." Therefore, the task of 
the proletariat in its conquest of political power is to "exploit its power for liquidating the old, 
capitalistic economy, for organizing the new economy, the economy of socialism and communism." 


Third, and most significant: After explaining the nature of politics and goal communists 
must set out to achieve, the article outlines the strategy to be followed in these almost cryptic 
words: "In its politics, the Communist Party teaches the correlation of class strength inside the 
country, and likewise, among the international masses. It always leans on forces which lead 
society forward and which grow and strengthen and, therefore, are irresistable." 


While the meaning of these three paragraphs may not be entirely clear after only one 
reading, what they add up to is this: The article is directing each Communist Party to correlate 
(that is, "to establish a mutual or reciprocal relation of or between - ", Webster's) all political 
forces within that country, which stand for any or all of the communists' social aims, into one 
political force. The abet of this force will be the systematic liquidation of obstacles to 
progress toward socialism and communism until it becomes strong enough to seize governmental 
power and suppress its enemies. 


Correlation of Workers and Peasants 


Other articles written to further explain the new political policy, such as an article on 
Lenin in the April 16, 1954, issue of the "Cominform Journal" ("For a Lasting Peace, For a 
Peoples Democracy"), stresses the "great vital force of Lenin's idea of a worker-peasant alliance", 
as the basis for poli ical strength. 


It is scarcely a coincidence that the magazine, "Political Affairs" of April 1954 has begun 
to. discuss how the Communist Party, U.S.A. can start to form a farmer-labor party to further its 
ends here, or that thousands of wile away D.N. Aidit, General Secretary of the Communist Party 
of Indonesia, tells the Party's Fifth Congress there early in May 1954 that the Party must "win over 
the farmers to a united national front." 





At the present time Communist Parties in every free country are striving to unite all 
"progressive" forces into one active, political front, while communists in the Soviet Union, at 
the master control panel, work to integrate and to expedite the actions of these free country 
Parties in a world-wide conspiracy. 


Among the specific measures being taken for "the correlation of class strength", are the 
following: 


- - - an increase of international trade agreements which seem to be designed more to strengthen 
the bonds between the proletariat of the free world countries and the Soviet Union than to ex- 
change goods because of economic necessity. 


- - - an increased participation by the Soviet in international groups such as the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific, and Cultural Organization. 


- - - an increase in international sports and cultural events. (Argentina and Italy will play Soviet 
football teams in Russia this fall for the first time — joining a long list of others. Guest artists 
from Western Europe and the frequent production of English plays, especially Shakespeare, were 
reported in the May 1954 issue of "News.") 


- - - an increase in the number of visitors welcomed into the Soviet Union. (trade delegations, 
etc.) 


Together, the national and international phases of this new policy, make up the real 
Malenkov "peace" policy. As a program designed to win communist domination of the world 
through non-military, political means, the new policy poses a most serious threat to the free 
world. It is to be hoped that the free world leaders have recognized the full scope of the danger 
and are developing the means necessary to combat it. 


BATTLE SHAPING UP ON 
AFRICAN LIBERATION 


The "Daily Worker" of April 26, 1954, reported that at a conference in Support of African 
Liberation in New York on April 24, Dr. W.E.B. DuBois, a lecturer at the Jefferson School, 
described "the forces arrayed in one of the greatest battles of the modern world now shaping up 
in Africa." 


Dr. DuBois said: "It is more than the last battle of the West. It is the third battle of the 
rising East." He said the Russian and Chinese revolutions were the first two battles of the East, 
and went on to analyze the forces at work in Africa. 


In the Gold Coast and Nigeria, he said, "the leaders are not developing the ancient 
African socialism, but are disposed to follow modern European business enterprise. In East Africa 
and Kenya the struggle centers on land ownership. In the Union of South Africa, brutal and 
arrogant reaction is trying to establish a complete color line." 


Before the conference ended, a Kenya Aid Committee was set up, but its objectives were 
not reported. 


The "Worker" of May 16, 1954, had a follow-up story to the effect that "Durban, the 
provincial capitol of Natal, has become one of the centers of resistance to Prime Minister Daniel 
Malan (of the Union of South Africa) ." 


The article stated that a Unity Committee to Fight Malan was being formed in Durban, and 
added: "It is a portentious struggle for South Africa. A victory for unity in this struggle can speed 
victory for the struggle of the non-Europeans and a majority of the Europeans for a democratic South 
African Union. And this will help to determine the future of all Africa, and of the world struggle 
for peace and freedom." 
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WHAT'S HAPPENING AT GENEVA? 


Communist reports on what has been happening at Geneva are, understandably, very 
different from our own. Both sides have béen seeking an end to the fighting in Indochina, but 
for different reasons. The West wants to halt the onrush of communism in Southeast Asia. 


It now appears that the communists not onl y want to do whatever they can to speed the 
spread of communism in Indochina, but also they want to use the touchy Indochina situation as a 
political lever to pry the Western Big Three farther apart. Communists are working toward the 
fall of Western Europe as well as of Indochina. 


All of this was suggested in an article by Joseph Starobin in the April 25, 1954, issue of 
the "Worker." Starobin wrote: "On the face of it, the Geneva parley deals only with the future 
of Korea and the terms for a settlement of the Indochina war. But, in reality, it will have a 
profound effect on Western Europe. . .for the key to whether a Western German armed force is 
accepted by Western Germany's neighbors on the capitalist side of Europe lies in the French 
political struggle." 


Decision Up To France 


Starobin continues: "Whether the Indochina war is settled without another winter of 
fighting depends in part on whether the French National Assembly, distorted a reflection of 
French opinion as it is, will vote the EDC. What happens at Geneva will set the stage for a 
summer of decision in France." France since the time of Starobin's writing has decided to post- 
pone a final vote on EDC until after the Geneva conference. The delay in granting West Germany 
full sovereignty, caused by French weakness, has given rise to talk in West Germany of reviving 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union. 


On the surface, V.M. Molotov, the Soviet Union's Foreign Minister, is concerned only 
with Indochina, but he does not overlook an opportunity to charge that the United States is heading 
an aggressive bloc in Southeast Asia, while the communists are for peace and freedom. 


Radio Moscow, on May 14, 1954, reported the views of the "Pravda" correspondent to 
Geneva to the effect that the issue there was one of freedom for Indochina and Southeast Asia 
under the communist plan contrasted to the U.S. policy “to preserve the outdated privileges of 
the colonial powers in Asia." 


The communists are using the Geneva conference not primarily as a meeting to arrange 
settlement of the war in Indochina, but to further their conspiracy to break the spirit of France, 
weaken the political ties between the U.S. and Great Britain, and thus reduce free world opposi- 
tion to plans which include much more than capture of a small Southeast Asian country. 


SO BLACK IS WHITE 
AND FREEDOM MEANS SLAVERY! 


"Pravda", of May 10, 1954, carried a lengthy article on the use by U. S. information 
agencies of the "slogan of freedom." The Soviet newspaper states that freedom is "one of the 
methods of psychological warfare which are fabricated in the U.S. and are spread in all countries 
by Hollywood films, comic books and other articles of American ideological export." 


The article continues: "Since the time when the U.S. took on the pretence to ‘leadership 
of the world’, there has been underway preparation not only for thesmass destruction of people, but 
also for the mass making fools of people of all countries. From this follows the purpose of the 
ruling circles of the U.S.A. in putting into motion the cynical use of the slogan of freedom." 


After claiming that U.S. statements to the effect that freedom did not exist in the Soviet 
Union was the work of "slanderers", the article went on that “although U.S. propagandists try to 


ah. 


hide the fact, the foreign policy of ruling circles of the U.S. turns up discrepancies with elemental 
concepts of freedom and independence of other countries. The policy of encroachment on the 
freedom and national sovereignty of people argues against their fight to liberate the popular masses ." 


Freedom — A Double- Edged Sword 


The article declares: "Demogogic attempts of imperialists to betray the people with the 
assistance of the false slogan 'freedom' acts like a double-edged weapon which, in certain condi- 
tions, can promote development of liberating, anti-imperialistic fight of people. 


"Such a policy of dialectic can now be observed in all countries where American imperial- 
ism actively penetrates, promoting its false propaganda of freedom. This is going on in countries 
of Western Europe, in regions of the Near and Middle East, in Southeast Asia and the Far East." 


"Pravda" adds that this same policy of trying to undermine the United States' most effec- 
tive appeal to other peoples of the world also is at work in Latin America where people are being 
awakened to the "necessity to fight for liberation from the power of Wall Street" and the "neces- 
sity to fight for political freedom." 


The article concludes: "The slogan of freedom was and is the fighting symbol of the inter- 
national working class, the symbol of the heroic fight of chained people for their national freedom. 


Thus, throughout the world communist propagandists are presenting America as the nation 
trying to enslave or destroy the world while communism offers a sure way to "freedom." One can 
only hope that American information specialists are vigorous and graphic in presenting the truth 
as the communists appear to be in presenting their perversion of the truth. 


AMERICAN LABOR PARTY 
HOLDS "ANTI-McCARTHY" RALLY 


"The American Labor Party (ALP), a communist-infiltrated political party, held an anti- 
McCarthy rally last Thursday to touch off its 1954 election campaign," according to the “Daily 
Worker", of May 10, 1954, which added that "3500 attended." 


"The exciting rediscovery of ALP strength, its potentials, its solidarity, was evident from 
the moment that Clifford T. McAvoy opened the rally as chairman," the paper continued. 


"Applause greeted the policy speech by Paul L. Ross, ALP Public Affairs Chairman" and 
“ALP leaders said it was the most successful meeting since 1948." 


The paper reported that Ross struck this keynote: "The ALP enters the 1954 election cam- 
paign determined to fight every manifestation of McCarthyism without regard to the political label 
it wears. On the other hand "we will join forces or fight independently with all those people and 
organizations who will fight McCarthyism whatever the segment of its program they may attack." 


Complete Agreement Not Needed 


Ross continued: "To share the struggle we will not insist that others see eye to eye with us 
on every aspect of our own campaign, as long as they are really fighting McCarthyism and are 
opposing McCarthyite candidates. 


"We must, as a political party, take the only course which can be effective to shape the 
issues for the 1954 election. That course is to adopt our own program, nominate our own candidate 
for governor and a whole state ticket and to run a vigorous fighting campaign." 


Other speakers at the rally included Corliss Lamont and Harry Sacher, legal counsel for the 
Jefferson School of Social Science. 
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JEFFERSON SCHOOL FIGHTS 
GOVERNMENT PROBE 


Harry Sacher, legal counsel for the Jefferson School of Social Science, in proceedings be- 
fore the Subversive Activities Control Board (SACB), opposed a Government probe of the school's 
finances, according to the "Daily Worker", of May 14, 1954. The school is a training ground for 
communists. 


Sacher argued to quash a subpoena ordering Dr. Howard Selsam, school director, to pro- 
duce bank statements, cancelled checks and names of contributors to the school. The school is 
under investigation by the SACB as result of charges by the U.S. Attorney General that the school 
is a “Communist front." 


Several weeks earlier, the "Daily Worker", of April 26, 1954, also reported concern about 
the school's finances. The paper stated that "George Blake Charney (Executive Secretary of the 
New York State Communist Party) yesterday called upon communist and other progressive organ- 
izations to review what can be done this week to guarantee the continuance of the Jefferson School 
of Social Science." 


Class-conscious Workers 


Charney, who is co-teacher with Simon W. Gerson of a course on "The Third Party Ques- 
tion and Coalition Politics", at the school, stated that "there is no greater need in the labor- 
progressive movement today than to build and strengthen a corps of class-conscious workers with a 
firm grasp of Marxist theory, and the Jefferson School is the only institution in our community 
where systematic instruction in this working class theory can be obtained." 


The "Daily Worker", of April 27, reported that the "Labor Youth League urges members to 
go to the Jefferson School Youth Night. Only 200 of 500 goal so far has shown up." 


As Charney pointed out, the basic requirement for building a strong Communist Party is a 
hard core of well-indoctrinated Marxists. They agree that what a man thinks determines the way 
he acts. This is the factor which lies behind communist emphasis on instruction, on cultural ac- 
tivities and on propaganda.
